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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH  COMMITTEE 


Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  the  Annual  Health  Report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1966.  In  the  past  two  years  an  attempt 
was  made  to  include  in  the  report  as  much  information  on  the  range 
of  services  available  from  the  department  in  order  to  give  them 
publicity  but  it  had  the  disadvantage  of  making  the  report  bulky 
and  perhaps  formidable.  I  have  this  year  excluded  the  information 
from  the  report  in  the  hope  that  most  readers  will  have  previous 
reports.  Also  in  order  to  make  the  repart  more  readable  and  more 
interesting,  I  have  taken  out  all  the  statistics  inevitable  with 
health  reports  and  put  them  at  the  back  of  each  section  and 
included  many  more  reports  of  officers  in  charge  of  sections  or  in 
various  special  services.  The  report,  however,  remains  in  the 
previous  four  sections  and  each  of  the  section  reports  has  been 
kept  to  a  minimum.  I  feel,  therefore,  it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to 
draw  your  attention  to  any  particular  features  in  the  report  as  in 
the  previous  reports. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  all  concerned  in  the  preparation  of  the 
report,  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
support,  Dr.  Soutar  and  his  County  Health  Staff  for  all  their  help 
and  advice,  and  the  staff  of  the  department  for  their  help  and  co¬ 
operation  during  the  year.

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STATISTICS  AND  GENERAL  HEALTH 


The  number  of  births  were  about  the  same  as  last  year  giving 
a  corrected  birth  rate  just  under  that  for  England  and  Wales.  The 
number  of  deaths  shows  an  increase  over  the  previous  two  years  but 
still  well  under  the  national  rate.  The  number  of  deaths  occurring 
in  the  older  age  groups  steadily  grows  and  this  year  there  are  three 
over  the  age  of  100,  with  nearly  fifty  over  the  age  of  90.  Well 
over  half  the  deaths  are  over  the  age  of  75.  Deaths  of  males  in  the 
45-64  age  group,  however,  continue  with  a  slight  increase  and  is 
now  nearly  double  that  of  females  in  the  same  age  group. 

The  percentage  of  principal  causes  of  deaths  remains  about 
the  same  as  last  year  except  for  some  increase  in  pneumonia.  Among 
the  elderly,  cancer  and  other  malignant  neoplasms  were  responsible 
for  123  deaths  or  15.49  per  cent  of  total  deaths,  16.24  in  1965  and 
17.14  in  1964;  cancer  of  the  lung  accounts  for  a  third  of  all 
cancer  deaths. 

SOCIAL  AND  ENVIRONMENTAL  CONDITIONS 


Woking  in  common  with  the  other  parts  of  the  country  was 
affected  by  the  difficult  economic  conditions,  although  unemployment 
increased  only  for  a  while  mostly  among  the  female  working  group. 

The  increase  in  population  was  less  than  in  previous  years  and  a 
high  percentage  is  accounted  for  by  the  difference  in  numbers  of 
births  and  deaths.  It  would  appear  that  the  growth  of  the  town  is 
now  beginning  to  slow  down  and  perhaps  that  the  families  are 
se  1 1 1 i ng  down . 

Although  there  were  more  than  five  hundred  more  new  homes 
built,  housing  also  shows  a  falling  off  in  the  statistical  chart 
given  elsewhere,  the  occupancy  rate  remains  at  3.6  per  dwelling. 

The  increases  have  been  scattered  throughout  the  district  and  the 
development  into  neighbourhood  units  with  local  social  interests 
continues.  A  new  church  hall  was  opened  at  Byfleet  and  is  already 
heavily  booked.  However,  a  youth  adventure  MTop  Gear"  started  in 
the  various  parish  churches  with  great  sucess,  completed  with  a 
highly  sucessful  week  as  a  combined  effort  at  Christ  Church  Hall. 

Included  in  this  section  of  the  report  are  reports  on  water 
supply.  The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity.  Bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  of  the 
raw  water  and  water  going  into  supply  are  made  regularly  and  as  far 
as  I  am  aware  no  case  of  contamination  occurred.  The  water  is  not 
plumbosol vent  and  the  fluoride  content  is  0.1.  parts  per  million. 

Extensions  to  the  Wisley  .sewage  plant  is  progressing  and 
at  the  Woking  Sewage  Plant  new  drying  beds  are  being  completed  and 
sludge  lifting  machinery  installed.  The  Horsell  North  drainage 
scheme  is  completed. 

Although  now  thirty-two  years  old,  the  open  air  swimming  pool 
in  Woking  Park  continues  to  provide  pleasure  and  relaxation  to  a 
large  proportion  of  the  population  despite  the  vagaries  of  our 
summer  weather. 

The  425  thousand  gallons  of  water  in  the  pool  is  filtered, 
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chlorinated  and  aerated  continuously.  There  is  a  complete  water 
turnover  in  a  five-hour  period.  The  water  in  the  pool  is  tested 
for  chlorine  content  and  residue  and  pH  value  ( ac i d/a  1 ka 1 i ni t y ) 
twice  daily  by  the  pool  staff.  Also,  throughout  the  season, 
frequent  samples  were  taken  at  intervals  by  a  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination. 

The  children’s  paddle  pool  is  connected  to  the  cascade 
serving  the  main  pool  by  an  underground  pipe  and  chlorinated  water 
is  continuously  supplied  because  of  the  ease  with  which  it  is 
contaminated  by  small  children.  The  results  of  examination 
throughout  the  season  were  quite  satisfactory. 

Samples  of  water  have  also  been  submitted  from  the  Mayford 
School  pool  and  from  school  learner  pools.  All  are  regularly 
visited  and  tested  for  bacteria,  chlorination  and  pH  value. 

Technical  advice  is  also  given  to  teachers  in  charge  of  the  school 
pools  upon  chlorination  procedures,  etc.  During  the  past  two  or 
three  years,  a  number  of  privately  owned  pools  have  been  constructed 
and  have  been  visited  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  at  the  request 
of  owners  to  give  advice  on  chlorination  and  algaecidal  treatments, 
etc.  Although  such  pools  are  not  open  to  the  public  they  are,  of 
course,  extremely  popular  with  children,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
help  and  advice  of  the  Department  will  continue  to  be  sought. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


The  number  of  notifications  for  infectious  diseases  was  the 
lowest  for  some  years.  The  measles,  however,  was  only  the  start  of 
an  epidemic  that  continued  into  1967.  In  addition  to  the  notified 
illnesses,  reports  from  head  teachers  and  school  attendance  also 
confirmed  1966  as  a  year  of  low  infection  rate.  There  was  a  fnild 
epidemic  of  mumps  and  a  fair  number  of  cases  occurred  in  age  group 
20-30.  There  were  a  number  of  cases  of  glandular  fever  and 
Infective  Hepatitis  among  the  same  age  group.  All  the  cases  of 
glandular  fever  admitted  to  the  Ottershaw  Hospital  were  of  the 
anginose  type  and  they  also  had  some  jaundice.  A  mild  outbreak  of 
Infective  Hepatitis  occurred  in  one  of  the  Children's  Homes.  A 
number  of  cases  of  dysentery  and  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  were 
admitted  to  the  hospital  but  in  most,  no  specific  organism  was 
cultured.  Six  cases  of  E.  Coli  127  and  055  occurred  among  babies. 
The  number  of  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  continues  to  decline. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  LABORATORY  SERVICE  -  BACTERIOLOGICAL  REPORTS 


During  the  year,  106  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  and,  with  the  exception  of  three  bottles 
of  untreated  milk,  all  passed  the  required  tests.  In  one  case  the 
overnight  temperature  was  too  high  and  the  test  was  void  and  in  the 
other  two  cases,  failure  was  due  to  ageing  of  the  milk.  In  both 
cases  a  thorough  investigation  was  carried  out  to  prevent 
recurrence.  There  has  not  been  an  increase  in  the  sale  of  "ultra 
heat  tested"  or  "Long  Life  milk"  in  the  area  although  fourteen 
shops  have  been  granted  licences  to  sell  this  brand  of  milk. 

26  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory.  22  were  placed  in  Grade  1.  Two  samples 
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placed  in  Grades  111  and  IV  were  obtained  from  the  one  shop  where 
the  equipment  was  found  to  be  faulty  and  not  up  to  required  standard. 
Samples  of  ice  cream  taken  from  mobile  vehicles  were  all 
satisfactory  but  some  difficulty  is  experienced  in  obtaining  samples 
from  all  the  growing  number  of  mobile  vehicles.

Details  of  the  tests  to  which  all  the  samples  were  subjected 
are  summarized  below: -

REPORT  OF  THE  NURSING  OFFICER--  MISS  M.P.  WOOD 

As  the  first  full  time  Nursing  Officer  for  the  delegated 
authority  of  Woking,  I  have  the  honour  to  present  a  report  on  the 
Domiciliary  Health  Visiting,  Midwifery  and  Nursing  Services. 

The  pattern  of  staffing  has  changed  slightly  from  former  years. 

HEALTH  VISITING 


There  were  twelve  full  time  and  one  part  time  Health  Visitors 
employed  during  the  year.  All  have  played  their  part  in  the 
prevention  of  disease  and  the  promotion  of  positive  health  in  the 
community  by  routine  visits  to  mothers  and  babies,  Infant  Welfare 
Clinics,  School  Health,  Geriatric  Visits  and  Health  Education  in 
general  . 

In  March  1966  a  Geriatric  Club  started  at  The  Women's  Royal 
Voluntary  Service  Centre,  "Coniston",  Boundary  Road.  This  takes 
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place  every  Tuesday  and  has  proved  very  successful.  It  is  staffed 
by  a  Health  Visitor,  ably  assisted  by  members  of  the  W.R.V.S.  A 
visiting  physiotherapist  and  chiropidist  are  in  attendance. 

The  members  are  selected  mainly  from  housebound  and  physically 
handicapped  elderly  and  there  has  been  considerable  improvement  in 
their  physical  and  mental  wellbeing  through  this  contact  with  other 
members  of  the  community.  It  is  hoped  that  larger  premises  may  be 
found  to  enable  this  very  useful  service  to  expand. 

A  "Well  Woman"  Clinic  commenced  operating  in  October  at 
Clarence  Avenue  and  takes  place  every  Friday.  This  caters  for  women 
between  the  ages  of  30  -  60  and  there  is  a  big  response  for  the 
service.  A  physical  examination  and  cervical  cytology  is  undertaken. 
An  extra  State  Registered  Nurse  is  employed  for  this  clinic  and  to 
assist  at  routine  medical  examinations  in  schools,  bringing  the 
number  of  sessional ly  employed  nurses  to  three.

MIDWIFERY 


There  are  now  four  full  time  midwives  in  the  district.  It 
was  considered  necessary  to  employ  a  full  time  midwife  in  the  north¬ 
west  area  of  Woking  where  the  domiciliary  deliveries  are  proport¬ 
ionately  higher,  possibly  due  to  migratory  army  families  and  new 
housing  estates. 

All  four  midwives  are  approved  by  the  Central  Midwives  Board 
as  District  Midwife  Teachers  and  there  were  fifteen  pupils  allocated 
for  their  district  midwifery  training  during  the  year. 

Three  district  nurse /mi dwi ve s  -are  employed,  two  of  whom  are 
working  in  the  Byfleet  area.  Domiciliary  midwifery  in  Byfleet  still 
remains  comparatively  high  and  in  view  of  the  extra  work  involved  a 
part/time  general  nurse  was  appointed  in  April  to  assist  in  that 
area .

GENERAL  NURSING 

Geriatric  nursing  predominates  in  this  field  and  an  auxiliary 
nurse  has  been  appointed  to  undertake  some  bed  bathing  to  the 
elderly  and  infirm  patients. 

The  full/time  general  staff  are  supplemented  by  trained  part/ 
time  nurses  who  have  all  helped  in  the  smooth  running  of  the 
servi ce . 

During  the  year  several  students  from  the  hospitals  have 
spent  a  day  on  the  district  with  both  nurses  and  health  visitors  to 
observe  the  social  aspects  of  disease  and  the  services  available. 

Various  nursing  aids  and  equipment  are  being  used  for  the 
bedridden  and  the  elderly  and  in  the  rehabilitation  of  the  patients. 

The  medical  loan  department  of  the  British  Red  Cross  is  also 
at  the  disposal  of  the  patients. 

A  night  sitting  service,  with  the  British  Red  Cross  as  agents, 
has  been  attempted.  It  is  difficult  to  recruit  helpers  for  this 
service  as  the  demand  is  not  constant.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that 
where  ever  possible  the  needs  may  be  met  as  they  arise. 
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At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Nursing  Staff  numbered  6  full-time 
District  Nurses  and  3  District  Nurses/Midwives  and  6  part-time 
District  Nurses. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  their  work: -

All  the  staff  have  a  good  relationship  with  the  general 
practitioners,  their  colleagues  and  the  ancillary  services.  A 
proportion  of  health  visitors  have  recently  started  to  assist  in  the 
doctors  own  clinics  for  immunisation  of  infants  and  a  good  liason 
is  established  in  this  way.  It  is  hoped  that  this  may  be  the 
forerunner  of  group  attachment  in  Woking. 

Finally  I  would  like  to  record  and  thank  the  members  of  the 
field  and  office  staff  for  the  help  they  have  given  me  throughout 
the  year.

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REPORT  OF  MISS  J.M.  EVANS  -  SENIOR  MEDICAL  SOCIAL  WORKER 


-Although  work  carried  out  by  our  Social  Services  Department  is 
divided  into  sections  -  help  for  the  Blind,  the  Physically  Disabled, 
Chest  Patients  and  the  Socially  Disabled,  the  common  denominator 
which  cuts  across  all  sections  is  the  family.  Family  case  work  is 
the  essence  of  this  work  because  the  problem  of  one  member  of  a 
family  is  bound  to  impinge  on  the  others.  If  the  mother  of  a  family 
is  diagnosed  as  suffering  from  cancer  of  the  lungs,  her  anxiety 
about  her  own  future,  whether  or  not  she  is  aware  of  the  diagnosis, 
will  be  felt  by  her  husband  and  children,  and  also  her  anxiety  about 
their  welfare  during  her  absence  from  home  when  undergoing  treatment. 
Understanding  and  support  given  to  her  and  the  family  will  be 
necessary  whatever  vicissitudes  they  go  through,  if  the  family  in 
turn  are  going  to  give  the  patient  their  full  support.  By  support 
I  mean  chiefly  moral  support,  but  material  help  is  in  some  cases 
also  an  essential  part  of  the  case  work  service. 

In  a  similar  manner,  support  must  be  given  to  a  family  who 
are  in  danger  of  breaking  up.  Here  as  in  the  last  example  given, 
the  relationship  between  the  Worker  and  family  is  of  paramount 
importance  as  this  is  the  Bailey  Bridge  over  which  ideas  and 
emotions  can  gradually  flow  freely.  Basically  it  is  the  lack  of 
good  relationships  within  the  parental  home  which  causes  a  break¬ 
down  in  the  family  life  of  the  adult  and  this  in  turn  produces 
"families  at  risk".  A  sound  relationship  must  therefore  be  built  up 
between  Worker  and  client  before  help  can  be  accepted  and  used  in  a 
constructive  way.  It  may  be  the  first  time  members  of  such  a  family 
have  been  respected  and  accepted  as  individuals  and  when  two-way 
traffic  has  gone  over  the  Bridge  instead  of  one-way;  that  is  a 
relationship  of  mutual  trust  as  opposed  to  one  of  direction  and 
cr i t i c i sm . 

The  co-ordination  machinery  has,  we  hope,  cemented  the  already 
happy  working  relationship  between  Social  Workers  in  the  area  and 
has  prevented  our  work  from  overlapping.  At  our  Case  Conferences, 
all  Social  Workers  are  free  to  bring  cases  for  discussion  where  he 
or  she  is  concerned  for  the  welfare  of  the  family  as  one  which  is  in 
danger  or  breaking  up.  At  these  Conferences  we  may  decide,  if  it  is 
not  already  clear,  which  workers  are  concerned  in  the  case,  thus 
avoiding  an  un-necessary  number  of  visitors  to  one  family.  Also  it 
is  a  forum  for  discussion  and  can  give  support  to  the  Worker 
concerned  who  is  bearing  the  burden  of  a  difficult,  long  term 
problem  as  well  as  thinking  out  the  best  way  to  approach  the  problem.

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Mental  Illness 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  Mental  Health  Services  team, 
working  from  the  Area  Office  at  Chertsey,  had  increased  to  13  and 
on  a  population  basis,  Woking  is  roughly  one-fifth  of  their 
responsibility.  The  Sub-Office  at  Woking  was  transferred  to  the 
Council  Offices  and  regular  attendances  are  now  made.  An  evening 
club  opened  in  the  Social  Centre  in  June  and  has  met  weekly  since; 
normal  attendance  10  -  12.  It  is  run  largely  by  the  members,  though 
professional  Staff  are  always  present,  and  it  is  found  that  members 
quickly  take  a  part  in  the  cheerful,  informal  atmosphere  it  has 
been  possible  to  maintain.  Twenty-six  people  took  a  river  trip  in 
the  summer  and  30  attended  a  Christmas  party,  other  areas 
participating  as  guests.  A  Day  Centre  is  to  be  opened  in  the  Social 
Centre  soon. 

During  the  year  matters  concerning  204  persons  or  families  in 
Woking  were  referred  to  the  area  staff  and  on  31st  December,  112 
were  under  supportive  care  in  the  community.

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WELFARE  SERVICES 


social  Services  for  the  Handicapped  and  Elderly 

The  Social  Services  section  has  in  the  past  few  years 
increased  considerably  in  the  volume  of  work  and  its  scope.  Regular 
monthly  case  conferences  for  the  prevention  of  break-up  of  families 
are  held  and  the  number  of  families  supported  number  71.  Although 
a  greater  part  of  the  work  consists  in  regular  visiting  and  help 
given  by  Social  Workers  including  the  Health  Visitors  never  the  less 
the  Social  Worker  can  call  on  a  large  number  of  statutory  and 
voluntary  agencies  and  a  fair  amount  of  help  is  given  in  housing, 
home  help  services,  obtaining  furniture  and  clothing,  monetary 
loans  and  grants,  convalescent  and  summer  holidays  for  parents  and 
children  etc.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  report  that  although  the 
number  of  children  involved  in  families  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  section  were  208  only  9  were  taken  into  care  and  9  went  into 
Part  III  accommodation  with  one  or  both  parents. 

The  work  in  connection  with  the  physically  handicapped 
especially  in  relation  to  supply  of  mechanical  aids  and  use  of  hoists 
etc.  has  been  stepped  up.  There  is  a  very  close  link  among  the 
statutory  and  voluntary  service  and  a  most  useful  occupation 
therapy  afternoon  is  run  by  joint  effort  each  Friday  afternoon,, 

For  a  large  part  of  the  year  the  department  has  been  without  the 
services  of  a  Blind  Social  Worker,  a  trainee  has  recently  been 
appointed.  Early  in  the  year  a  club  for  the  deaf  was  started  and 
it  continued  as  a  well  attended  and  successful  club  -  this  has 
largely  been  through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Davies,  the  Social  Worker. 

The  partially  deaf  also  have  a  weekly  club  meeting  at  the  Methodist 
Church  Ha 1 1 . 

There  are  now  some  twenty  clubs  for  the  elderly  scattered 
throughout  the  district,  the  majority  meeting  regularly  once  a  week. 
In  addition  there  are  two  day  centres,  one  at  the  W.R.V.S.  Centre 
at  Woking  and  the  other  at  Knaphill  Methodist  Church  Hall.  The 
larger  clubs  have  a  wide  range  of  activities  and  entertainments. 

The  provision  of  a  visiting  Audiometrician  to  some  of  the  clubs  is 
proving  popular,  a  close  link  is  maintained  with  the  E.N.T. 

Consultant  at  Woking  Victoria  Hospital.

The  Toe 
and  St.  John*s  Church  Guild  for  the  Blind  run  Social  Clubs  once  a 
month  and  there  are  blind  and  partially  sighted  persons  attending 
many  clubs  for  the  elderly.

All  theses  club  and  social  evenings  are  very  much 
appreciated  and  help  to  keep  a  close  liason  between  Social  Worker 
and  handicapped  person.

REPORT  FROM  MRS.  M  McLACHLAN  -  SOCIAL  WORKER 

Since  1965  Woking  Council  has  employed  the  services  of  a 
Social  Worker  specifically  to'deal  with  the  needs  of  the  Physically 
Handicapped  Persons  in  the  area  and  the  Register  was  revised  and 
brought  up  to  date.  The  total  number  of  persons  now  in  that 
register  is  161.  This  does  not  include  a  number  of  elderly  persons 
who  have  been  supplied  with  aids  and  gadgets  and  who  are  disabled 
but  more  by  reason  of  old  age,  and  who  are  visited  by  the  Health 
Visitors  or  Nurses. 

A  very  large  number  of  persons  have  been  supplied  with  items 
of  equipment,  such  as  walking  aids,  handrails  etc.,  and  financial 
assistance  has  been  given  towards  the  provision  of  runways  for 
invalid  cars,  garages,  ramps  etc.  The  Social  Worker  works  closely 
with  the  Voluntary  Societies  with  regard  to  holidays  and  Clubs,  and 
young  and  old,  and  in  some  cases  totally  disabled  persons  manage  to 
get  away  for  a  holiday  by  the  sea  or  in  the  country  for  a  week  or 
fortnight  at  a  much  reduced  cost. 

It  is  very  much  hoped  that  before  long  there  will  be  a 
permanent  Day  Centre,  specially  constructed,  to  which  handicapped 
persons  can  be  taken,  perhaps  once  or  twice  a  week,  to  give  them 
a  change  of  environment  and  to  meet  other  people,  where  there  are 
facilities  for  chiropody,  hair  dressing,  physiotherapy,  baths  etc., 
and  also  to  give  the  relatives  a  break.  It  is  already  in  operation 

on  a  small  scale  at  the  W.R»V.S.  Headquarters,  but  because  of  very 
limited  accommodation  the  numbers  have  to  be  strictly  limited,  and 
as  a  result  they  can  only  attend  for  a  few  weeks  and  then  have  to 
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stop  to  give  others  a  chance  to  attend.

Old  Peopled  Clubs 


There  is  now  a  club  for  old  people  in  each  of  the  residential 
areas  of  the  district.  The  clubs  meet  monthly  or  bi-monthly  and 
are  very  popular.  Many  of  the  clubs  undertake  friendly  visiting 
of  their  members  and  others  who  wish  it  in  their  areas;  they  also 
organise  holidays  at  special  terms  and  each  year  a  handicraft 
exhibition  is  held  centrally.

This  is  organised  by  the  Women* s  Royal  Voluntary  Service. 
Meals  are  obtained  from  the  canteen  of  a  local  firm  and  from 
Brookwood  Hospital.  About  200  meals  were  served  twice  weekly 
during  the  year.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH  COMMITTEE 


Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  great  pleasure  in  presenting  my  first  Annual 
Report  on  the  Environmental  Hygiene  Section  of  the  Health  Department. 

The  one  event  during  the  year  that  overshadowed  all  others 
in  the  life  of  the  Department  was  the  death  in  March  of  Mr.  A.G. 
Davies.  He  was  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  Woking  for  twenty 
years  and  I  had  the  privilege  of  being  his  Deputy  for  about  half 
of  that  period  of  time.  A  great  deal  could  be  said  about  his 
ability  and  dedication  to  his  work,  but  he  will  be  remembered  most, 
perhaps,  for  his  unbounded  energy  and  drive,  and  forward  thinking 
in  public  health  matters. 

Another  important  event  that  took  place  during  1966  was 
the  transfer  of  the  Cleansing  Services  to  the  Department  of  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor.  The  changeover  was  effected  gradually  and 
control  was  finally  relinquished  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  overall  effect  of  these  changes  and  the  staff  ad¬ 
justments  that  followed,  caused  some  disruption  in  the  pattern  of  the 
Department's  normal  activities.  At  the  same  time,  they  presented 
an  opportunity  to  re-organize  certain  sections  of  duties, 
particularly  on  the  administrative  side,  and  by  the  end  of  the 
year,  the  Department  had  a  full  complement  of  staff  and  was 
operating  quite  smoothly. 

The  work  of  the  public  health  inspector  in  the  field  of 
environmental  hygiene  is  closely  associated  with  the  life  of  the 
community  in  many  vital  ways.  He  is,  for  instance,  concerned 
with  the  houses  in  which  people  live,  with  the  offices,  shops  or 
factories  in  which  they  work,  with  the  foods  they  eat,  and  with 
the  air  they  breathe.  To  assist  him  to  carry  out  his  wide  range 
of  functions  there  exists  a  mass  of  public  health  legislation 
that  has  issued  from  the  central  authority  for  more  than  a  hundred 
years.  Nowadays,  however,  although  the  use  of  statutory  powers  is 
inevitable  in  certain  circumstances,  by  far  the  largest  part  of  the 
public  health  inspectors'  work  is  done  at  an  informal  level.  It 
is  essential,  therefore,  that  good  relations  should  exist  between 
the  Department,  the  general  public,  landlords,  traders  and  others 
with  like  responsibilities.  I  believe  that  this  good  relation¬ 
ship  does  exist  in  Woking. 

During  the  year  there  was  a  steady  expansion  in  the  work 
of  providing  older  type  houses  in  the  district  with  the  basic 
standard  amenities.  With  the  declaration  of  the  Station  Road, 

West  Byfleet,  Improvement  Area,  Woking  is  now  in  the  forefront  of 
local  authorities  in  Surrey  for  achievement  in  this  type  of  work. 
Many  hundreds  of  houses  in  Woking  are  suitable  for  this  form  of 
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improvement,  and  it  is  clear  that  an  increasing  amount  of  the  time 
of  the  Health  Inspectors  and  the  Department  as  a  whole,  is  likely 
to  be  taken  up  in  the  future  with  this  essential  and  rewarding 
work  . 


Inspections  into  the  working  conditions  in  offices  and 
shops  continued  throughout  the  year.  This  new  Act  which  came  into 
effective  operation  on  the  1st  August,  1964,  placed  great  additional 
burdens  on  the  Department,  but  the  effect  of  the  additional  staff 
appointed  during  1965  is  now  being  felt  and  considerable  progress 
had  been  made  with  this  work. 

Food  hygiene,  food  inspection,  the  sampling  of  milk, 
water  and  many  other  foodstuffs  are  an  important  part  of  the  health 
inspectors’  routine  functions.  Most  of  this  work  is  of  an 
advisory  nature  and  persuasion,  rather  than  compulsion,  is  widely 
used  to  remedy  unsatisfactory  conditions.  Legal  remedies  are  only 
resorted  to  when  all  other  methods  have  failed. 

Air  pollution  is  associated  in  most  people's  minds  with 
smoke  emissions  from  factory  chimneys  and  it  is  not  generally 
realized  that  something  like  two-thirds  of  the  pollution  of  the 
atmosphere  of  this  country  is  caused  by  domestic  smoke.  The  hopes 
that  with  the  passing  of  the  Clean  Air’ Act  in  1956  that  England 
and  Wales  would  become  virtually  smokeless  in  about  ten  years,  have 
not,  of  course,  been  realized  although  many  authorities  in  the  so- 
called  ”black  areas”  have  done  a  great  deal.  By  comparison  with 
some  areas,  Woking  is  favourably  placed  from  geographical  and  other 
reasons  and  it  does  not  have  a  problem  from  industrial  air  pollution. 
Nevertheless,  the  time  may  not  be  far  distant  when  consideration 
will  need  to  be  given  to  a  planned  programme  of  smoke  control  for  the 
urban  district. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the 
encouragement  and  support  that  I  have  had  during  the  year  from 
Dr.  Karney,  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  and 
all  members  of  the  staff.

The  task  of  maintaining  rented  houses  to  a  proper  standard 
of  repair  continues  to  be  a  problem,  chiefly  because  of  the  high 
cost  of  repairs  in  relation  to  rents  and  the  difficulty  in  an  area 
such  as  Woking  of  obtaining  labour  for  work  which  is  not  particularly 
attractive  to  the  building  trade. 


The  new  powers  of  compulsory  improvement  of  rented 
dwellings  should  eventually  help  in  this  direction  because  of  the 
scope  it  allows  to  co-ordinate  repair  with  improvement.

It  is  the  policy  of  the  department  to  achieve  the. repair 
or  reconditioning  of  dwelling-houses  by  persuasion  and  negotiation 
rather  than  by  statutory  action,  and  in  this  connection,  716 
preliminary  notices  were  sent  to  landlords  during  the  year.  Such 
action  does  not,  however,  always  succeed,  and  when  it  does  not, 
statutory  notices  are  served  under  the  appropriate  powers.

A  closing  order  in  respect  of  a  house  in  the  Walton  Road  area 
was  determined  following  the  completion  of  extensive  works  to  render 
it  fit  for  habitation.

HOUSING  LOANS  AND  IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 


The  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Acts,  1958  and  1959  enable 
Local  Authorities  to  make  advances  for  various  purposes,  including 
the  altering,  enlarging,  repairing  or  improving  houses,  and  grants 
may  be  made  under  other  enactments  for  the  conversion  and  improve¬ 
ment  of  dwellings. 
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Housing  Advances: 

Applications  for  advances  are  dealt  with  by  the  Treasurer,  and 
the  Health  Department  supplies  him  with  information  relating  to 
outstanding  notices  under  the  Public  Health  or  Housing  Acts  on  the 
properties  concerned,  and  as  to  the  possibility  of  the  properties 
being  considered  for  closure  or  demolition  or  the  likelihood  of 
being  included  in  a  Clearance  Area,  and  such  other  information  as 
may  prove  useful  in  the  valuation  of  the  properties. 

During  1966,  ninety-six  applications  were  submitted  to  the 
Health  Department. 

Improvement  Grants: 

All  work  in  connection  with  improvement  grants  and  the 
compulsory  powers  under  the  Housing  Act,  1964  for  dealing  with 
the  improvement  of  rented  houses  by  way  of  Improvement  Areas,  or  on 
the  request  of  individual  tenants,  was  delegated  to  the  Public 
Health  Department  by  the  Council  in  1965. 

During  the  year,  the  second  Improvement  Area,  containing  103 
houses,  of  which  34  were  rented  and  without  one  or  more  of  the 
standard  amenities,  had  been  declared. 

In  addition  8  applications  were  received  from  the  tenants  of 
individual  houses  requesting  the  Council  to  exercise  their  powers 
under  the  Act . 

Also  dealt  with  in  the  period  were  97  applications  for  grant 
from  owners  of  properties. 

LAND  CHARGES  ACT,  1925 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Land  Charges  Act,  1925, 
enquiries  relating  to  2,242  properties  were  received  from  the  Clerk 
of  the  Council.  The  enquiries  concerned  the  following: 

(a)  Outstanding  notices  under  the  Public  Health  and 
Hous ing  Acts . 

(b)  Proposals  for  Slum  Clearance  or  Smoke  Control 
Areas . 

(c)  Certificates  in  force  under  the  Rent  Act,  1957 
(1st  Schedule ) . 

The  necessary  searches  were  made  and  the  information  supplied. 

SEWERAGE  SCHEMES 

Work  has  progressed  on  the  extensions  to  Wisley  Sewage  Works 
with  an  expected  completion  date  of  Spring  1968. 

The  new  sludge  lifting  machine  at  the  Woking  Sewage  Works  was 
commissioned  and  the  new  drying  beds  are  expected  to  be  ready  in 
April  1967. 
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The  new  Horsell  pumping  station  was  taken  over  by  the  Council 
and,  after  initial  troubles,  has  worked  satisfactorily.  The  Council 
also  took  over  the  pumping  station  at  Poplar  Grove  and  expect  to 
take  over  a  further  station  early  in  1967. 

During  1967  it  is  hoped  to  demolish  the  old  Horsell  pumping 
station  (South  Road)  and  replace  the  Green  Lane  pumping  station  by  a 
gravity  sewer.

MOVABLE  DWELLINGS 


The  privately  owned  caravan  site  at  Warren  Farm  which  is  in 
a  pleasantly  rural  situation,  continues  to  house  some  one  hundred 
caravans  with  amenities  which  are  in  some  respects  of  a  higher 
standard  than  those  recommended  in  the  Model  Standards  produced  by 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

Two  of  the  five  smaller  sites  which  had  been  granted  long 
term  planning  permission  were  closed  during  the  year  and  at  six 
other  sites  planning  permission  has  been  granted  for  limited 
per i ods  only . 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Under  this  heading  a  considerable  volume  of  work  is  carried 
out.  It  entails  the  regular  inspection  of  food  premises,  the 
inspection  and  condemnation  of  large  quantities  of  foodstuffs  from 
shops  and  slaughterhouses,  and  the  periodic  sampling  of  water,  milk, 
ice-cream,  and  many  other  items  of  food  and  drink. 

So  far  as  the  inspection  of  food  premises  is  concerned,  much 
of  the  work  is  of  an  advisory  nature.  Every  effort  is  made  to 
encourage  the  food  trader  to  pay  close  attention  to  stock  rotation 
and  to  devise  and  use  a  simple  form  of  coding  for  perishable  foods. 
If  this  were  done,  many  of  the  cases  involving  the  sale  of  foods  out 
of  condition  or  unsound  could  be  avoided. 

Foreign  bodies  in  food  do  give  cause  for  concern  from  time 
to  time.  They  range  from  metal  and  glass,  to  insects  and  cigarette 
ends.  The  investigations  that  have  been  necessary  over  the  years 
into  these  incidents  indicate  that  there  is  still  room  for  improve¬ 
ment  at  the  manufacturing  and  packaging  end  of  the  food  industry. 

Fifty-eight  complaints  of  extraneous  matter  in  food,  or 
other  unsound  conditions  were  made  by  the  public  during  the  year. 
(There  were  66  such  complaints  in  the  previous  year).  All  were 
thoroughly  investigated  and  appropriate  action  was  taken  in  every 
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case.  Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  eight  cases  and  fines 
ranging  from  £10  to  £25  were  imposed. 

Thirty  lectures  on  various  aspects  of  the  work  of  the 
department,  including  food  hygiene  and  food  poisoning  were  given 
and  were  augmented  by  visual  aids,  photographs  and  films. 

As  part  of  the  constant  activity  to  maintain  food 
standards,  the  following  samples  were  obtained  during  the  year, 
exclusive  of  those  taken  in  the  course  of  the  department's 
responsibilities  in  connection  with  food  and  drugs  legislation.

With  regard  to  the  nine  samples  which  were  described  as 
being  adulterated  or  otherwise  giving  rise  to  irregularity,  the 
Public  Analyst  reported  as  follows : - 


Beef,  stewed  with  gravy 

The  ingredients,  as  stated  on  the  label,  included 
"seasoning",  but  this  is  a  generic  and  not  a  specific 
description  and  is  not  an  appropriate  designation  for 
the  purpose  of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order,  1953. 

But  t  ermi lk 


This  is  a  mi s-descript ion.  The  article  was  one  of 
artificial  buttermilk  or  cultured  skimmed  milk 
containing  1.5%  milk  fat,  whereas  it  was  claimed 
on  the  label  to  contain  1%  of  butter  fat. 

Buttermilk  normally  contains  much  less  than  1%  of 
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Buttermilk  (contd. ) 


milk  fat.  The  basis  of  this  article  is  a  mixture 
of  separated  milk  and  whole  milk.  It  is  not 
derived  from  natural  buttermilk,  and,  in  this 
context,  it  is  not  a  low  fat  drink. 

Cherry  Brandy  Chocolates 

Consisted  of  imitation  liqueur  chocolates  which 
had  deteriorated  on  storage  and  the  syrup 
filling  contained  no  cherry  brandy  or  other 
alcoholic  liquor. 

The  casing  of  some  of  the  chocolates  had  been 
perforated  and  the  syrup  contents  had  either 
escaped  or  evaporated.  The  outside  of  the 
chocolates  was  covered  with  blemishes  and  was 
unprepossessing  in  appearance. 


Cream 


This  was  a  sample  of  dairy  sterilised  cream  and 
was  slightly  deficient  in  milk  fat,  containing 
22.7%  instead  of  23%. 

Lemon  Sack 

This  article  consisted  of  a  non-alcoholic 
cordial  whereas  "Sack"  is  a  name  usually 
applied  to  an  alcoholic  drink  of  sherry  type. 

On  the  label,  this  article  was  claimed  to  be 
made  strictly  according  to  the  Ancient 
Monastic  Recipe.  If  the  name  "Lemon  Sack" 
were  originally  applied  to  it  and  it  is  now 
of  the  same  composition,  it  is  doubtful  whether 
the  purchaser  would  be  misled  by  the  description. 

Sausages,  Beef 


Consisted  of  preserved  beef  sausages  containing  320 
parts  per  million  of  sulphur  dioxide. 

Yoghurt 


( i )  Billberry,  Low  Fat 

The  sample  contained  3.2%  of  milk  fat  and  did 
not  conform  to  the  description  "Low  Fat  Yoghurt". 

The  fat  content,  after  allowing  for  the  addition 
of  sugar  and  fruit,  is  not  less  than  the  normal 
fat  content  of  Yoghurt  containing  similar 
proportions  of  these  substances. 

( i i )  Coffee  flavoured 

Unsatisfactory  description  on  the  label.  The 
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Yoghur  t  (contd.) 


(ii)  Coffee  flavoured  (contd.) 

qualification  'low-fat'  appeared  only  on  the  side  of 
the  container  and  did  not  on  the  lid  where  it  was 
described  as  ''Coffee  Yoghurt".  Also,  "coffee 
flavoured"  part  of  the  description  on  the  side  of  the 
container,  could  be  taken  to  mean  flavoured  with 
coffee  or  coffee  extract  which  was  not  the  case.  The 
article  would  be  better  described  as  "Coffee  Flavour". 

The  sample  contained  1.3%  of  milk  fat.  Yoghurt  and 
'low-fat'  are  a  contradiction  in  terms  and  it  would  be 
preferable  for  such  a  description  to  be  discontinued. 

( i i i )  Strawberry 

This  article  contained  1.5%  of  milk  fat.  The 
qualification  'low-fat'  appeared  on  the  side  of  the 
container,  but  it  was  omitted  from  the  description  on 
the  lid. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Public  Analyst,  wherever  the 
word  Yoghurt  is  used  all  qualifications  of  the  term 
should  be  repeated.

From  the  above  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  rat  complaints 
have  almost  doubled  since  1962.  This  is  probably  accounted  for  to 
some  extent  by  the  continued  development  throughout  the  district  and 
the  unsatisfactory  conditions  that  result  from  demolitions  prior 
to  re-development  in  certain  areas. 

Migrations  also  tend  to  occur  from  the  more  rural  parts 
of  the  district  to  the  new  housing  developments  where  food  supplies 
are  more  readily  available. 


A  considerable  amount  of  work  on  a  rechargeable  basis  has 
been  carried  out  upon  commercial  premises.  Infestations  dealt  with 
during  the  year  were,  in  the  main,  small.  Also,  maintenance  treat¬ 
ment  for  rats  in  the  sewers  throughout  the  district  were  again 
undertaken  and  test  baits  were  laid  with  very  satisfactory  results. 


Complaints  of  other  types  of  pest  have  again  been  received 
during  the  year  and  the  department  was  able  to  help  or  advise  in 
most  cases.  Where  treatments  were  given,  a  charge  for  the  service 
was  made.  The  number  of  cases  where  such  treatments  were  requested 
are  set  out  below: -

It  has  been  noticeable  that  complaints  of 
infestations  have  decreased  in  recent  years.  This 
part  to  the  newer  insecticides  and  to  the  fact  that 
premises  which  formerly  used  coke  as  a  fuel  for  the 
converted  to  oil  or  gas  ignition,  thereby  decreasing 
breeding  grounds.

Mosquito  control  continues  to  form  a  large  part  of  the 
work  of  the  pest  control  service.  The  initial  treatments  are 
carried  out  between  January  and  March  when  all  ponds  and  pools  are 
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treated  with  larvicide.  This  action,  together  with  fogging 
techniques  during  the  summer  months,  serves  to  reduce  the  mosquito 
nuisance  considerably.  However,  these  pests  continue  to  cause 
considerable  nuisance  to  people  living  in  the  fringe  areas  of  the 
urban  district  due  to  the  fact  that  neighbouring  authorities  do  not 
carry  out  control  work. 

The  department  continues  to  liaise  with  the  Nature 
Conservancy  Society  and  entomologists  at  the  British  Museum,  in 
order  to  ensure  that  the  balance  of  nature,  in  so  far  as  insect 
and  other  wild-life  in  the  district  is  concerned  is  not  unduly 
interfered  with. 


PUBLIC  RELATIONS 

The  policy  of  accepting  invitations  to  address  local 
organisations  and  other  interested  groups  on  aspects  of  the  work 
of  the  department  has  been  continued.  The  tape  recorder  and 
synchronized  slide  projector  which  were  purchased  during  the  year 
have  proved  extremely  successful  and  have  enabled  the  Department 
to  give  much  improved  and  useful  lectures. 

Part  of  our  activities  are  devoted  to  the  achievement  of 
good  public  relations  by  addressing  local  organisations  to  explain 
the  problems  which  beset  a  local  authority  in  endeavouring  to 
provide  environmental  health  services  of  a  high  standard,  and,  also, 
to  detail  the  responsibilities  of  a  public  health  department.  In 
addition,  the  equipment  has  been  used  in  schools  both  for  health 
education  purposes  and  lectures  upon  '’Safety  in  the  Home”,  etc. 

A  great  many  of  the  lectures  on  health  matters  are  given 
by  the  staff  in  their  own  time  because  it  is  more  convenient  to  the 
organisations  concerned,  and  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciat¬ 
ion  for  the  unselfish  way  they  accept  this  work. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

As  recorded  elsewhere  in  this  Report,  responsibility  for 
the  Cleansing  Services  was  transferred  during  the  year  to  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

At  the  commencement  of  1966  the  problem  of  refuse  disposal 
that  had  beset- the  Council  for  so  long  was  at  its  greatest.  The 
only  tipping  site,  at  Martyrs  Lane,  had  a  life  of  about  eight  weeks,, 
and  planning  approval  for  the  Whitmoor  site  which  was  to  be  used  in 
conjunction  with  Seerdrum  Pulverizing  Units,  had  not  at  that  stage 
been  granted. 

As  a  result  of  urgent  negotiations  with  the  owners  of  the 
Martyrs  Lane  site  in  March,  agreement  was  reached  to  enable  tipping 
to  continue  on  a  further  five  acres,  therefore  granting  a  respite 
for  about  twelve  months. 

Delivery  of  the  first  Seerdrum  Unit  was  held  up  because 
of  the  manufacturer's  own  problems,  and  difficulties  at  the  Whit¬ 
moor  site  involving  electricity  and  water  supplies.  However, 
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towards  the  end  of  the  year,  progress  has  been  made  on  the  preparat¬ 
ion  of  the  site  and  it  is  expected  that  the  two  Seerdrum  Pulverizing 
Units  will  be  in  operation  early  in  1967,  at  about  the  time  the 
Martyrs  Lane  site  would  run  out. 

On  the  refuse  collection  side  the  most  important  event  that 
occurred  in  1966  was  the  adoption  of  the  pilot  scheme  of  paper  sack 
refuse  collection. 

The  scheme  which  commenced  full  operation  in  May,  involved 
4,000  premises  in  the  Byfleet,  West  Byfleet  and  Pyrford  districts. 

As  was  anticipated  the  scheme  aroused  considerable  interest 
and  comment,  some  favourable,  and  some  not  so  favourable. 

At  the  request  of  the  Health  Committee  an  interim  report 
on  the  working  of  the  scheme  was  made  at  the  end  of  June. 

The  conclusions  reached  at  that  time  were  as  follows: - 

(i)  The  facts  and  information  available  so  far  from 
the  operation  of  the  paper-sack  system  of  refuse 
collection  indicate  that  if  it  were  extended  to 
the  whole  Urban  District,  the  service  could  be 
made  to  function  effectively  with  a  labour 
force  of  eight  drivers  and  twenty-three 
col  lectors . 

This  labour  requirement  is  greater  to  the  extent 
of  one  driver  and  three  collectors  than  originally 
estimated  because  the  pilot  scheme  has  revealed 
that  it  is  still  necessary  to  retain  dustbins, 
which  necessarily  slow  collectors*  progress,  in 
certain  types  of  premises,  e0go  shops,  offices, 
etc. 

The  majority  of  householders  accept  the  paper- 
sack  system  as  an  improvement  over  the  tradition¬ 
al  dustbin  system. 

The  paper-sack  system  enables  collectors  to  work 
faster,  with  less  physical  effort,  and  in  cleaner 
c i rcums  t  ance  s . 

(iv)  The  sack  holders  and  sacks  used  in  the  pilot 
scheme  have  proved  generally  satisfactory.

EDUCATION  COMMITTEE 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  of  the  School 
Medical  Service  in  the  Woking  area  for  the  year  1966. 

The  scheme  of  medical  inspections  remains  unchanged  from 
previous  years  and  the  practice  of  spreading  the  inspections  at 
regular  visits  throughout  the  year  was  continued.  Owing  to  the  long 
absence  of  Dr.  Edmondson,  much  of  the  work  was  done  by  sessional 
Medical  Officers  who  were,  unfortunately,  unable  to  complete  the 
B.C.G.  and  Sanitary  Inspection  of  schools.  I  am  grateful  for  their 
services  so  willingly  given. 

The  general  standards  of  physical  fitness  and  cleanliness 
remains  satisfactory  but  a  slight  increase  of  defects  requiring 
treatment  is  noted  especially  in  vision  and  hearing  defects.  The 
teachers  and  the  School  Health  Staff  are  taking  a  greater  interest 
in  psychological  problems,  as  they  steadily  demand  increasing 
attention.  Infectious  diseases  notifications  were  less  this  year 
except  for  a  marked  increase  in  cases  of  mumps.  Immunisation  pro¬ 
grammes  except  for  tuberculosis  were  maintained. 

A  full  programme  for  dental  inspection  and  treatment  was 
also  carried  out.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  improvement  in  the 
care  of  teeth  of  school  children  noted  last  year  continues:  only 

42%  inspected  required  treatment  as  against  49%  in  1965  and  58%  in 
1964.  The  Senior  Dental  Officer  reports  that  whilst  the  incidence 
of  dental  decay  is  still  widespread,  cases  of  extensive  caries  are 
now  very  rare  and  there  is  a  marked  fall  in  the  number  of  extract¬ 
ions  required. 

In  the  special  treatment  section  there  was  a  slight 
increase  in  the  number  awaiting  admission  to  Park  School  but  this 
has  considerably  improved  early  in  1967  with  increasing  provision 
of  places  in  other  schools  in  Surrey. 

Secondary  and  some  Junior  Schools  are  taking  an  increasin 
interest  in  Health  Education  programmes  being  provided  by  the  Scho 
Health  Services. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  administrative  and  clerical  staff  in 
the  School  Health  Section  for  their  help  throughout  the  year  and  in 
preparing  this  report.

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(c)  Routine  Audiometry  and  Hearing  Defect  Clinics 

The  routine  testing  of  hearing  of  school  children  age 
6-7  years  is  carried  out  separately  by  the 
Audiometrician  as  part  of  the  routine  medical  inspection. 

Each  child  is  tested  individually  and  an  audiogram 
constructed  for  those  with  significant  hearing  loss.  Children 
failing  the  tests  are  followed  up  and  examined  by  an  Assistant 
Medical  Officer.

5,  SPECIAL  FORMS  OF  TREATMENT 
(a)  Child  Guidance 

The  Woking  Child  Guidance  Clinic  is  situated  at  "Penlee", 
Claremont  Avenue,  where  the  Psychiatrist  in  charge  is  Dr.  D.  Maclean. 
The  catchment  area  extends  to  include  the  greater  part  of  the  North- 
Western  Division  of  Surrey,  and  the  day  to  day  administration  of  the 
clinic  is  controlled  by  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

The  following  is  an  abbreviated  report  kindly  sent  from 
Dr .  Mac  1 ean : - 

"We  had  a  successful  year  during  1966,  as  we  had  an 
increase  in  Staff.  Mr.  Glen  Murphy  was  appointed  as 
Psychotherapist  in  October  1966,  and  this  enabled  me 
to  do  more  diagnostic  work.  Fortunately,  Miss  Ogle 
continued  as  full  time  Educational  Psychologist. 

We  were  also  fortunate  in  continuing  to  have  two  Social 
Workers  (who  both  have  University  degrees)  and  who  work 
four  sessions  a  week  each. 

The  Royal  Surrey  Hospital  were  helpful  regarding  neuro¬ 
logical  and  E.E.G.  examinations.  Dr.  Cross  of  Queen 
Mary’s  Hospital,  Carshalton,  co-operated  in  taking  in 
emergency  cases  of  children  who  were  extremely  disturbed 
mentally.  Fortunately,  the  incidence  of  psychosis  in 
children  was  small. 

We  tried  out  a  new  method  with  potential  cases  relating 
to  the  School  Psychological  Service  i.e.  if  Mrs.  Bushell 
(Miss  Ogle)  saw  a  case  which  was  not  of  a  purely  academic 
nature  at  school,  we  sometimes  arranged  for  the  Social 
Worker  to  visit  the  mother  and  see  whether  she  wished  to 
consider  bringing  the  child  to  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic; 
if  she  did,  the  usual  procedure  of  completing  Medical 
Referral  forms  and  School  Report  forms  was  arranged.  We 
are  continuing  with  this  scheme. 

Some  of  the  Staff  attended  a  Special  Film  display  in  June, 
which  was  held  in  London.  The  films  covered  many  aspects 
of  mental  illness  and  maladjustment .  Some  of  the  Staff 
also  attended  the  Annual  Inter-Clinic  Child  Guidance 
Conference  at  the  London  School  of  Economics. 

There  was  a  lessening  of  Court  work  during  1966  which  I 
think  was  disappointing,  as  I  feel  sure  that  from  the 
diagnostic  point  of  view,  we  can  often  help  the  Courts. 

There  were  again  far  too  few  children  under  5  years  of  age 
referred  here,  despite  the  encouragement  we  have  given  to 
Health  Visitors  to  refer  children  at  an  early  age.  -  I 
feel  it  is  far  better  to  get  a  child  at  the  age  of  3,4  or 
5  years  in  the  early  stages  of  a  disturbance,  rather  than 
wait  until  they  reach  the  age  of  8,9  and  10,  when  they 
are  often,  in  our  sense,  chronic  cases  of  neurosis. 

We  thank  Dr.  Karney  and  his  Staff  for  their  help  and 
encouragement  throughout  the  year  1966."

(b)  Speech  Therapy 

Speech  Therapists  are  employed  on  a  part-time  basis  at 
Clarence  Avenue  Clinic,  Woking,  and  "Penlee",  Claremont  Avenue, 
Woking.  In  addition,  a  Speech  Therapist  is  employed  to  carry 
our  Speech  Therapy  at  The  Park  Special  Day  School  and  St.  John’s 
County  Primary  School. 

This  service  also  has  a  catchment-area  which  extends 
beyond  the  Urban  District  boundary  and  is  therefore  similarly 
administered  centrally  by  the  County  Medical  Officer.

(c)  Special  Audiology  and  Hearing  Defect  Therapy  Clinics 

In  addition  to  the  routine  screening  for  hearing  defects 
at  infancy  and  the  routine  audiometry  of  school  children  at  6  -  7 
years,  the  County  Council  have  appointed  a  Specialist  Audiologist 
to  supervise  and  co-ordinate  the  medical  services  for  children  with 
hearing  defects. 
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Dr.  Beet,  the  County  Audiologist,  conducts  a  special 
audiology  clinic  at  which  the  Audiometrician,  Speech  Therapist  and 
peripatetic  Teacher  for  the  Deaf  attend  and  to  which  all  children 
with  any  hearing  defect  are  referred.  This  clinic  is  held  at 
"Penlee"  each  week,  on  Thursday.  During  the  year,  80  children  were 
referred  to  this  clinic.

(d)  Convalescent  treatment 

The  Council’s  scheme  provides  for  free  convalescent  home 
treatment  in  respect  of  any  pupil  attending  a  school,  or  educational 
establishment  maintained  by  the  Education  Authority,  or  attending 
an  independent  school  for  which  school  health  service  facilities 
have  been  made  available.  Pupils  may  be  recommended  for  such, 
treatment  by  School  Medical  Officers  up  to  a  period  of  four  weeks. 

During  1966  twenty-three  pupils  received  convalescent 
treatment  under  this  scheme. 

6.  DEATHS  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN 

During  the  year  5  deaths  of  school  children  were  reported 
-  1  death  due  to  accident,  2  to  respiratory  disease,  2  cases  due  to 

1 eukaemi a . 

7.  DENTAL  INSPECTION  AND  TREATMENT 

There  are  two  full  time  and  one  part  time  dental  Surgeons 
employed  in  the  School  Dental  Service  in  Woking,  two  of  the  clinics 
being  held  in  Woking  and  one  in  Byfleet. 

All  schools  in  the  area  were  dentally  inspected  at  least 
once,  and,  where  possible,  twice  in  the  year,  and  those  children  who 
were  found  to  have  dental  defects  were  offered  treatment  at  the 
Clinics  or  were  advised  to  see  their  private  dental  surgeon. 

The  standard  of  dental  Health  is  steadily  improving  and, 
while  the  incidence  of  dental  decay  is  still  widespread,  cases  of 
extensive  caries  are  now  very  rare  and  there  is  a  marked  fall  in  the 
number  of  extractions  required.

DENTAL  HEALTH  EDUCATION 

The  policy  of  Dental  Health  Education  which  was  instituted  two 
years  ago  is  being  continued.  Posters  are  displayed,  talks  are 
given  and  films  are  shown  to  the  children,  particularly  in  junior 

school s . 

ORTHODONTICS 

The  main  clinics  are  visited  once  a  week  by  two  orthodontists 
to  whom  cases  of  dental  irregularities  are  referred  for  treatment. 

8.  EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN 

98  initial  examinations  or  re-examinations  were  carried  out  by 
School  Medical  Officers  during  the  period  to  ascertain  the  fitness 
of  school  children  to  undertake  part-time  employment.  No  children 
were  found  to  be  unfit. 

Nineteen  children  were  examined  during  the  year  to  enable 
pupils  to  take  part  in  entertainment.  All  were  found  to  be  fit. 

9.  IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 

(a)  Diphtheria/Tetanus  Immunisation 

A  comprehensive  programme  of  immunisations  against 
Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  was  pursued  during  the  year. 

The  Diphtheria  Immunity  Index  at  the  31st  December  1966  in 
the  5-15  age  group  was  49.02.  This  index  is  the  percentage  of 
school  children  who  have,  within  the  last  five  years,  received 
either  their  first  course  of  injections  or  a  subsequent  reinforcing 
dose. 

(b)  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Details  are  given  below  of  the  administration  of  Polio¬ 
myelitis  Vaccine  to  pupils  in  5  -  16  age  group  during  1966. 

(i)  Complete  Primary  course  by  Oral  Vaccine  59 

(ii)  Booster  fourth  dose  by  Oral  Vaccine  235 

(c)  B.C.G.  (Tuberculosis)  Vaccination

extended  to  include  children  approaching  that  age,  school  children 
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age  14  or  older  and  students  attending  establishments  of  further 
educa  t ion.

10.  HANDICAPPED  PUPILS 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  County  Council  as  an  educational 
authority  to  make  suitable  provision  for  children  who  are  handi¬ 
capped  and  who  require  special  educational  treatment,  since  they 
cannot  be  educated  satisfactorily  under  the  normal  conditions  of 
an  ordinary  school.  Many  handicapped  pupils  can  receive  appropriate 
education  in  ordinary  schools  if  suitable  special  provision  is  made. 
Some  handicapped  pupils  require  special  educational  treatment  in 
special  schools  and  hostels. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  200  pupils  were  on  the  handicapped 
pupils  register,  of  which  60  were  attending  schools  provided  by 
the  Surrey  Education  Authority  and  36  were  placed  in  independent 
special  schools  or  similar  schools  with  other  Authorities,  and 
10  were  receiving  special  educational  treatment  at  Hospital, 
private  school  or  at  home.  The  remaining  are  in  ordinary  schools 
receiving  special  education  or  awaiting  placement  in  special 
schoo 1 s . 


There  are  two  special  educational  units  in  the  Woking 
delegated  services  area,  namely  The  Park  School  for  educationally 
subnormal  pupils,  with  120  places  for  boys  and  girls  7-12  years 
of  age,  and  the  Partially  Hearing  Unit  attached  to  the  Woodlands 
Infants  School  with  8  places  for  boys  and  girls  of  infant  school 
age.  Children  in  both  these  units  are  all  medically  examined 
each  year  by  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer  and  are  also  under  the 
supervision  of  Senior  Medical  Officers  specialising  in  handicapped 
children.  In  addition  special  provision  is  made  for  special 
treatment  such  as  Physiotherapy,  Speech  Therapy  and  Audiometry  to 
be  given  at  these  two  units.  Children  attending  special  schools 
not  included  in  the  County  Educational  Scheme  are  reviewed  each 
year  by  either  a  Senior  Medical  Officer,  as  above,  or  by  an 
Assistant  Medical  Officer. 
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PROMOTION  OF  HEALTH 
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(a)  Health  Education  in  Schools 

Information  on  health  matters  in  the  form  of  material  and 
advice  on  the  teaching  of  health  subjects  has  continued  to  be 
furnished  to  teachers  and  pupils.  Each  term  a  special  topic  has 
been  chosen  and  the  schools  informed  of  all  the  available  material 
and  a  special  display  stand  is  produced  and  made  available.  The 
work  of  teachers  has  been  supported  by  that  of  Health  Visitors 
and  Medical  Officers,  especially  in  such  subjects  as  Mothercraft, 
Parentcraf t  and  Child  Care.  The  special  programme  of  Dental  Health 
Education  by  Dental  Officers  and  their  staff  was  continued  at  all 
S choo  1  s  .
